CARACAS (UPI). — The Third 
UN Sea Law Conference ad- 
jeurned yesterday in deadlock, 
with a date to reconvene again 
in several months in Geneva to 
make yet another effort at draft- 
ing universally acceptable rules 
governing the water two-thirds 
of the world 

Delegates from 148 nations 
who worked for 10 weeks in the 
Venezuelan capital on a 100- 
point agenda narrowed the issues 
down to four key points on 
which success or failure of their 
efforts will hinge when hard 
political negotiating begins in 
Geneva. If successful, the con- 
ference will return to Caracas 
next summer to sign a new con- 
stitution of the oceans. 

‘The points that deadiocked the 
Major maritime powers, led by 
the U.S., the Soviet Union, Japan 
and Great Britain, and over 100 
developing nations are: 

@ coastal developing state de-

Stevenson; but it faifed to take 
the political decisions needed to 
progress further. 

The conference has a 1975 
deadline to approve a new law 
of the sea or run the risk of 
seeing individual nations take 
unilateral actions to secure broad 
stretches of the oceans which now 
‘are international. According to 
one Soviet expert, unilateral 
claims could affect as much as 
40 per cent of the world’s 140- 
miHion-square-mile oceans, 

Unilateral action has been the 
cause of numerous conflicts over 
the past decade and a half, such 
as the “tuna war’ between the 
U.S. and Heuador and Peru and 
the current “cod war” pitting 
Iceland against Great Sritain.

“For every suicide death, it is

Massive deficit 
in Italy 


ROME (Reuter). — The Italian 
trade deficit for the first six months 
of 1974 totalled 3,940,000m. lre 
(0L25,410m), the Italian Statistics 
Institute (ISTAT) announced yes- 
terday. 

ISTAT said the massive deficit 
was caused by prices of imported 
goods, mainly raw materials, rising 
at more than double the rate of 
manufactured exports. 


Much of the rise in the import 
price index was due to oil price 
increases over the past year, Even 
though Italy was importing less 
oi] than a year ago, petroleum now 
accounted for a quarter of the total 
import bill, ISTAT reported.

Dr. Howard N. Jacobson said the 

average woman should gain about 
24 pounds during pregnancy. Even 
that allows “only a slight margin 
for safety,” if the baby weighs 
about Τὶς pounds, Jacobson told 
the Western Hemisphere Nutrition 
Congress. 
Most obstetricians recommend 
loping weight gain during preg- 
Tancy to 18 to 20 pounds. That 
is less than the weight represented 
by the foetus, placenta, increased 
blood volume, and breast tissue, 
Jacobson said. 

If 8 woman gains less than 20% 
pounds, she's “cannlbalizing™ her- 
self during pregnancy and expos- 
ing the baby to a variety of un- 
necessary risks. He said Buropean 
women expect to put on weight 
when a baby is due, and only half 
as many ‘low-weilght babies (about 
five pounds) are born in Sweden, 
for example, ΔΒ in the United States,

Consumer rush subsides 
Jorasalem Post Economic Editor 

Have our living standards declined or risen since the October 
War? Have we indulged in a buying spree in splte of the 
economists’ warning that we are living beyond our means? Or 
bas the Government succeeded in its efforts to keep a lid on 
Peal conn ption ? 

Different answers have been given to these vital questions, 
partly due to the violent ductustions which have taken place, 
Partly owing to the dearth of reliable statistles. Now a number 
of figures concerning retail sales have ‘been published which make 
it possible to arrive at what Jooks like ἃ fairly reasonable 
conclusion. 

The following table shows the changes in retail turnover of 
major consumer articles at fixed prices, 38 compared with 
‘corresponding periods a yeer ago. 


1974 retail sales at fixed prices compared to 1973
